School Report. 


TO THE CITIZENS OF THE DISTRICT OF NEW LONDON :— 

Your School Board would submit the following report: 

The schools have been in session thirty weeks in the last year, 
with the exception of the one in the Pleasant Street district, which 
has been limited to twenty-three weeks. The purpose has been to 
furnish equal facilities for instruction to all pupils. The Pleasant St. 
school has been so small that shorter terms have been deemed wise, 
and this has accorded with the expressed wishes of the parents in 
that district. 

The policy of the present Board has been to have as few changes 
among teachers as possible, and to keep satisfactory teachers con- 
tinuously. Yet some changes have been found necessary. . Mrs. Hall 
declined to remain in the school in th Low Plain district, and Mr. 
Henry J. Hall was employed for the Spring term. Mr. Hall left town 
in August to continue his studies in Brown University, and his place 
was filled by Miss Bessie A. Chase, who has continued in the school 
to the present time. 

At the close of the Spring term, Miss Sadie A. Wells resigned 
the school at Elkins’ to attend the State Normal School, and her place 
was filled by the transfer of Miss Abbie J. Roby from the Burpee 
Hill district, and she still continues in the school. By a similar trans- 
fer Miss Una R. Rowell became the teacher at Burpee Hill, and Miss 
Emma J. Stanley at West Part. Miss Rowell has now resigned to at- 
tend the Normal School. | 

With some differences of course, the teachers employed have been 
successful and the progress of the pupils commendable. 

In accordance with the vote of the district at the special meeting 
held some year and a half since, all the schools were continued to the 
end of the Spring term, when it was the unanimous conviction of the 
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Board that the interests of the pupils would be furthered by closing 
the school in the North district and transferring the pupils to the 
Colby Hill school, and some saving of expense could be made by the 
change. This was done, apparently to general satisfaction. 

On July 15th, an examination was advertised according to law, 
with the hope that suitable candidates would present themselves so 
that a teacher could be secured from them for the vacancy then ex- 
isting, as the Board prefers to employ residents of New London, or 
its immediate vicinity, in all cases, when properly qualified. But no 
candidate appeared for examination. Hence the Board instructed 
Prof. Griffin to go to Boston, as a central point, and secure a teacher 

The expenditures for the year have been kept as small as possible 
consistently with efficiency and the expressed desire of the town that 
the school year continue to be thirty weeks. No special appropria- 
tion was made for the schools a year ago, it being expected that the 
usual sources would yield sufficient money for the support of the 
schools. This has not quite done so, and the amount in the treasury 
at the present time is somewhat less than a year ago. Either the 
schools must be shortened or a small additional sum must be raised 
by taxation beyond what is required by law. 

The Board have obeyed the instructions of the district at the ' 
special meeting in July, and have drawn two orders in favor of the 
Colby Academy, each for the sum of $333.83, on the Treasurer of the 
district, as their agent, for procuring from the Town Treasurer the 
money appropriated by the town for the purpose. These orders have 
not been paid, but are in the hands of the Treasurer of the Colby 
Academy as claims against the district. 

Your Board would recommend that two hundred and fifty dol- 
lars in addition to the sum required by law be raised for the support 
of the public schools for the coming year, and that one hundred dol- 
lars be raised for repairs. A part of this has been expended already, 
as it was found necessary to shingle the Colby Hill schoolhouse. 

That one thousand dollars be raised and appropriated to pay the 
tuition in the Colby Academy of pupils resident in New London, the 
ensuing academic year. Your board would recommend that this be 
used to pay the tuition of individuals who attend the academy rather 
than to be paid to the academy asa singlesum. This seems to be a 
more equable plan, and would not probably cost the town any more, 
while at the same time it meets certain objections to the plan of the 
past year.
